Itawamba  Community  College  for¬ 
mally  opened  its  Academic  and  Stu¬ 
dent  Center  at  the  Tupelo  Campus  with 
a  ribbon  cutting  ceremony,  Mar.  2. 

During  the  event,  which  President 
Dr.  Jay  Allen  called  one  of  the  most 
significant  occasions  in  the  71-year  his¬ 
tory  of  Itawamba  Community  College.” 

“Today,  we  express  our  appreciation 
to  all  of  those  who  have  played  a  signif¬ 
icant  role  in  translating  our  vision  to 
bricks  and  mortar,”  Allen  said  in  open¬ 


ing  remarks. 

“The  opening  of  this  innovative  stu¬ 
dent-  and  community-friendly  facility 
will  provide  a  one-stop  shop  for  our 
students  at  the  Tupelo  Campus,  today, 
tomorrow  and  for  years  to  come.  Not 
only  does  it  provide  classroom  and  lab 
space,  but  it  also  offers  all  of  the  serv¬ 
ices  that  students  need  to  enter  and  be 
successful.  They  can  be  advised,  regis¬ 
ter,  be  admitted,  apply  for  financial  aid 
and  buy  books  and  supplies  and  relax 
with  their  friends  in  the  Grounds  cof¬ 


fee  shop,  rain  or  shine.” 

The  Academic  and  Student  Center 
has  changed  the  footprint  of  the  Tu¬ 
pelo  Campus,  which  was  organized  in 
1963  and  opened  at  its  current  location 
at  2176  South  Eason  Blvd.  in  1966. 

“As  Mr.  (Tommie  Lee)  Ivy  said,  this 
facility  is  a  new  front  door  to  the  Tu¬ 
pelo  Campus,  a  front  door  to  even 
more  extraordinary  things  to  come  for 
Itawamba  Community  College  at  all  of 
our  locations,”  Allen  said. 


The  50,944-square-foot  building  in¬ 
corporates  two  floors.  The  26,841 
square-foot  first  floor  houses  the  book¬ 
store  (The  Grounds  coffee  shop);  cafe¬ 
teria,  which  also  serves  as  a  severe 
weather  safe  shelter;  business  office; 
financial  aid;  advising  center;  48-seat 
computer  lab  and  a  conference  room. 
Located  on  the  24,103-square-foot  sec¬ 
ond  floor  are  14  faculty  offices  and  14 
classrooms  for  social  sciences,  fine  arts 
and  business  courses. 


ICC  transitions  to  online  instruction 
due  to  coronavirus  pandemic

When  students  and 
faculty  left  for  Spring 
Break,  they  didn’t  know 
that  it  could  be  the  last 
time  they  were  at  any 
Itawamba  Community 
College  location  for  the 
forseeable  future. 

A  widespread  out¬ 
break  of  Coronavirus 
(COVID-19)  quickly  led 
to  self-quarantine  and 
executive  orders  to  shel¬ 
ter-in-place. 

What  it  meant  to  ICC 
administrators,  faculty 
and  students  was  a  rapid 
transition  to  online 
learning  in  all  classes. 

As  the  situation 
evolved  over  the  weeks, 
commencement  has 
been  postponed,  and 
summer  classes  will  be

converted  to  an  online 
format. 

Offices  were  allowed 
to  open  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays 
as  long  as  social  distanc¬ 
ing  was  practiced.  The 
doors  to  all  buildings 
were  locked,  and  busi¬ 
ness  was  transacted  by 
phone  and  teleconfer¬ 
encing. 

Members  of  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  staff,  partic¬ 
ularly  the  Cabinet,  met 
regularly  as  decisions 
had  to  be  made  regard¬ 
ing  operation  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  as  well  as  how 
activities  and  events 
would  be  conducted. 

“The  decisions  that 
are  being  made  are 
tough  and  may  not  be 
ideal,”  said  ICC  Presi¬ 


dent  Dr.  Jay  Allen,  “but 
we  continue  to  make  the 
safety  of  our  students, 
employees  and  our  com¬ 
munities  a  priority. 

In  an  email  to  em¬ 
ployees  last  Tuesday, 
Allen  announced  ICC’s 
Plan  to  Work  which 
would  become  effective 
today. 

The  plan  lists  three 
steps,  including  all  loca¬ 
tions  still  closed  to  the 
public  with  virtual  oper¬ 
ation  to  continue. 

The  first  and  second 
steps  will  include  virtual 
opening  Monday, 

Wednesday  and  Friday, 
while  step  three  will  in¬ 
clude  a  32-hour  stag¬ 
gered  schedule  by 
employees  and  offices 
open  Monday-Thursday.

ICC,  University  of  West  Alabama 
sign  agreement  to  ease  transfer

Itawamba  Commu¬ 
nity  College  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  West  Alabama 
have  signed  a  memoran¬ 
dum  of  understanding  to 
ease  the  transition  for 
qualified  transfer  stu¬ 
dents. 

THE  AGREEMENT 

The  agreement,  which 
was  signed  Feb.  27  by 
ICC  President  Dr.  Jay 
Allen  and  UWA  Presi¬ 
dent  Dr.  Ken  Tucker, 
guarantees  admission  to 
all  ICC  students  based 
on  a  2.0  grade  point  av¬ 
erage  and  48  transfer¬ 
able  credit  hours  or 
completion  of  their  asso¬ 
ciate’s  degree  program  at 
ICC. 

In  addition,  it  offers 
pre-transfer  advising  of¬ 
fered  either  at  ICC 
and/or  the  UWA  campus 
with  an  academic  adviser 
as  well  as  dedicates  aca¬ 
demic  scholarships  to 
ICC  students  with  a  3.0 
or  higher  GPA.  ICC  stu¬ 
dents  who  receive  aca¬ 
demic  scholarships  will 
also  be  eligible  to  apply 
for  housing  scholarships 
to  assist  with  an  encour¬ 


age  on-campus  resi¬ 
dency. 

“This  agreement  will 
allow  our  students  new 
opportunities  to  com¬ 
plete  their  degrees  at  the 
University  of  West  Ala¬ 
bama  in  a  variety  of  dis¬ 
ciplines,  both  within  the 
curricula  and  beyond,” 
Allen  said.  “This  is  sig¬ 
nificant  for  both  our  tra¬ 
ditional  students  and 
adult  learners,  who  now 
have  an  option  to  take 
advantage  of  new  on- 
campus  learning  experi¬ 
ences  as  well  as  an 
extensive  flexible  online 
schedule. 

NEW  OPTION 

“We’re  excited  to  de¬ 
velop  a  partnership  with 
the  University  of  West 
Alabama  in  a  variety  of 
disciplines,  both  within 
the  curricula  and  be¬ 
yond,”  Allen  said.  “This 
is  significant  for  both  our 
traditional  students  and 
adult  learners,  who  now 
have  an  option  to  take 
advantage  of  new  on- 
campus  learning  experi¬ 
ences  as  well  as  an 
extensive  flexible  online 
schedule. 


“We’re  excited  to  de¬ 
velop  a  partnership  with 
the  University  of  Ala¬ 
bama.  Our  own  data 
from  the  Mississippi  In¬ 
stitutions  of  Higher 
Learning  tells  us  that 
ICC’s  students  earn  more 
bachelor’s  degrees  than 
any  other  community 
college  in  the  state  with  a 
higher  GPA  than  those 
who  start  at  the  universi¬ 
ties.  We  would  like  our 
students  to  seek  their  de¬ 
gree  and  college  experi¬ 
ence  at  the  university 
that  is  the  best  fit.  Then, 
we  would  like  for  them  to 
come  back  to  our  region 
to  contribute  to  our 
economy  and  our  society 
to  help  make  Mississippi 
a  better  place.” 

ICC’S  PART 
As  part  of  the  agree¬ 
ment,  ICC  will  provide 
access  to  students  who 
are  interested  in  trans¬ 
ferring  to  UWA,  assist 
with  joint  promotion  of 
the  programs  and  events 
as  well  as  provide  space 
for  events  and  meetings 
with  prospective  stu¬ 
dents. 


UWA  RESPONSE 

“We’re  very  excited 
about  this  day  and  this 
partnership  with 

Itawamba  Community 
College,”  Tucker  said. 
“ICC  has  an  outstanding 
reputation,  and  we  serve 
a  very  similar  student 
population  and  our  goals 
are  the  same.  We  want 
our  students  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful.  We  want  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  smooth  transition 
and  a  clear  path  for 
transfer  through  housing

versity.  The  institute  will 
feature  informational

in  the  Delta.  As  scholars 
learn  the  history  of  an 
issue  from  multidiscipli¬ 
nary  perspectives,  they 
will  also  learn  how  to  ad¬ 
vocate  local  public 
health  officials,  non¬ 
governmental  agencies, 
business  leaders  and 
state  representatives  in 
support  of  an  approach 
that  helps  remedy  the 
issue.  In  the 

fall  or  spring  of  their  jun¬ 
ior  year,  Delta  Scholars

Transferring  at  end 
of  spring  semester?

Students  who  are  transferring 
at  the  end  of  the  spring  semester 
can  obtain  a  transcript  online  by 
accessing  ICC’s  website, 
www.iccms.edu  (under  the  Ad¬ 
missions  link). 

The  cost  is  $10. 

Transcripts  are  important  be¬ 
cause  they  document  the  official 
records  of  the  student’s  academic 
performance:  major,  courses 
taken,  degree  and  cumulative 
grade  point  average,  according  to 


Dr.  Bobby  Solomon,  director  of 
admissions  and  registrar.  They 
are  used  by  employers  as  well  as 
for  scholarships  or  transferring  to 
colleges.  Because  a  transcript  is  a 
student’s  official  academic  record, 
anytime  a  student  transfers  from 
one  college  to  another,  the  student 
will  need  to  request  an  official 
copy  of  his  or  her  transcript. 

If  students  do  not  have  holds  or 
other  issues  that  prevent  the  reg¬ 
istrar’s  office  from  issuing  the 
transcript,  it  will  be  sent  within  24 
hours,  Solomon  said. 


“If  the  college  where  the  stu¬ 
dent  is  applying  has  a  deadline 
prior  to  the  current  semester,  the 
student  request  his  or  her  tran¬ 
script  to  meet  the  deadline,” 
Solomon  said.  Students  should  be 
mindful  that  the  transcript  issued 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  semester 
will  not  list  include  the  final 
grades  for  currently  enrolled 
courses.  Therefore,  a  final  tran¬ 
script  will  be  required  after  the  in¬ 
progress  transcript  is  sent.

AVAILABLE  COURSES 
The  courses  available  at  press 
time,  which  are  a  collaboration 
between  ICC’s  Workforce  and 
eLearning  divisions,  include 
Forklift:  Train-the-Trainer,  Fork¬ 
lift  Operator  Training  and  Lock¬ 
out-Tagout:  Isolation  of 

Hazardous  Energy. 

“ICC’s  staff,  particularly  Work¬ 
force  and  eLearning,  have  done 
an  exceptional  job  in  transitioning 
current  courses  to  an  online  for¬ 
mat,”  said  ICC  President  Dr.  Jay 
Allen.  “With  the  reduction  of  face- 
to-face  classroom  and  training 
opportunities  as  the  College  is  im¬ 
pacted  by  COVID-19,  they  ex¬ 
plored  methods  of  meeting  the 
needs  of  not  only  our  workforce 
parters  but  individuals  who  are 
interested  in  attaining  more  or 
better  skills  to  enhance  their  cur¬ 
rent  or  future  job  options.  These 
three  classes  are  only  a  start  since 
work  is  continuing  to  offer  addi¬ 
tional  opportunities.” 

FORKLIFT  OPERATOR 
TRAINING 

The  hybrid  Forklift  Operator 
Training  course  includes  instruc¬ 
tion  on  safely  operating  a  forklift 
in  industry  settings,  OSHA  safety 
instruction,  safety  check  protocol, 
simulator  practice,  hands-on 
driving  and  loading/unloading 
operations.  Following  the  comple¬ 


tion  of  online  training,  students 
will  schedule  an  onsite  practical 
evaluation  visit  with  a  manufac¬ 
turing  instructor  at  ICC’s  Belden 
Center. 

TRAIN-THE-TRAINER 

Forklift  Train-the-Trainer  pro¬ 
vides  instruction  in  training  fork¬ 
lift  operators  for  safe  operation 
and  meet  OSHA  requirements. 
Candidate  instructors  will  learn 
how  to  develop  and  deliver  com¬ 
plete  in-house  training  programs, 
design  exercises  for  forklift  oper¬ 
ator  trainee  evaluations  and  in¬ 
struct  non-operators  how  to  work 
safely  around  forklifts. 

LOCKOUT-TAGOUT 

OSHA  requires  that  employees 
be  trained  on  Lockout- 
Tagout  policies  and  procedures  in 
order  to  provide  them  with  the 
knowledge  and  skills  required  for 
the  safe  application,  usage  and  re¬ 
moval  of  the  energy  controls.  The 
self-paced  course  covers  OSHA 
standard  Control  of  Hazardous 
Energy,  commonly  referred  to  as 
Lockout-Tagout  Training,  objec¬ 
tives  whick  include  introduction 
to  Lockout-Tagout  standard  re¬ 
quirements;  and  understanding 
types  of  hazardous  energy,  re¬ 
quirements  for  LOTO  procedures 
and  Lockout-Tagout  programs  at 
individual  companies;  and 
demonstration  of  understanding 
of  Lockout-Tagout  devices. 

EASY  TRANSITION 

The  transition  to  an  online  for¬ 
mat  will  enable  individuals  to  take 
advantage  of  an  anytime,  any¬ 
where  opportunity.  “Online  work¬ 
force  courses  provide  scheduling 
flexibility  any  time,  but  are  espe¬ 
cially  important  as  the  College 


and  area  employers  respond  to 
COVID-19  distancing  needs,”  said 
Denise  Gillespie,  dean  of  eLearn¬ 
ing.  “Remote  learning  options  are 
important  for  both  college  credit 
and  non-credit  workforce  pro¬ 
grams,  and  ICC’s  Workforce  and 
eLearning  departments  partnered 
to  roll  out  quickly  these  new  on¬ 
line  safety  courses.  We  plan  to 
continue  developing  more  online 
workforce  classes  to  meet  the 
needs  of  area  employers  as  well  as 
job  seekers.” 

The  courses  are  set  up  to  auto¬ 
matically  award  a  completion  cer¬ 
tificate  once  all  course 
requirements  are  met.  Costs  vary

The  Industrial  Maintenance  curriculum  includes 
instruction  in  areas,  including  electricity,  fluid 
power,  mechanics,  fabrication  and  robotics,  as  well 
as  advanced  manufacturing  business  principles  and 
best  practices.  Upon  completion  of  the  program, 
candidates  will  earn  an  associate’s  degree. 

In  addition  to  in-depth  instruction  in  manufac¬ 
turing,  the  program  includes  semester-long  modules 
in  safety  culture,  workplace  organization,  Lean  man¬ 
ufacturing,  problem-solving  and  maintenance  relia¬ 
bility.  It  emphasizes  attendance,  initiative,  diligence, 
verbal  and  written  communication,  interpersonal 
skills  and  professionalism. 

The  program  is  a  partnership  between  Toyota 
Manufacturing  Mississippi,  Inc.  and  the  Mississippi 
Corridor  Consortium,  of  which  Itawamba  Commu¬ 
nity  College  is  a  member.

Students  must  apply  for  finan¬ 
cial  aid  every  year,  and  the  steps 
are  the  same  for  those  who  are  ap¬ 
plying  or  reapplying,  according  to 
Terry  Bland,  ICC’s  director  of  fi¬ 
nancial  aid. 

If  students  would  like  financial 
aid  for  the  summer  semester,  they 
must  be  enrolled  full-time  for 
both  the  spring  and  fall  semester, 
which  is  a  minimum  of  12  hours 
each  semester,  Bland  said. 

Students  must  also  register  for 


at  least  six  hours  of  summer 
classes  to  be  reviewed  for  receiv¬ 
ing  summer  financial  aid. 

The  application  and  more  in¬ 
formation  can  be  found  on  the 
home  page  of  ICC’s  website, 
www.iccms.edu  under  “How  to 
Apply.” 

Returning  students  who  are  ap¬ 
plying  for  federal  financial  aid 
should  check  to  see  if  they  are  ac¬ 
ademically  eligible  to  receive  fed¬ 
eral  financial  aid  before  they 
register  for  classes. 


Students  can  apply  for  federal 
financial  aid  at  the  official  website, 
fafsa.gov. 

Other  options  for  paying  for 
college  include  student  loans  and 
scholarships. 

To  apply  for  student  loans,  in¬ 
dividuals  must  complete  the 
FAFSA  and  be  enrolled  in  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  six  hours. 

Applying  for  financial  aid  is 
only  the  first  step.  Students  will  be 
notified  regarding  financial  aid  via 
school  email.

Jimmy  Guy  McDonald  of 
Houlka  has  been  selected  as 
ICC’s  inductee  into  the  2020 
Mississippi  Association  of 
Community  and  Junior  Col¬ 
leges  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

McDonald  was  inducted 
into  ICC’s  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1999.  He  was  a 
pitcher  for  the  Indians  base 
ball  team  from  1966-67. 

He  spent  49  years  in  base¬ 
ball,  coaching  all  but  four  of 
those  years  at  Houlka.  He  won 
a  total  of  1,772  games,  906 


coaching  girls  and  866  with 
boys.  The  girls  captured  state 
titles  in  1975  and  1977.  The 
girls’  team  also  won  a  Grand 
Slam  title  in  1975.  The  boys’ 
team  won  a  state  title  in  2000. 
He  took  his  teams  to  state 
tournaments  in  Jackson  22 
times,  including  his  final  sea¬ 
son,  when  the  boys  reached 
the  Class  lA  semifinals. 

A  former  semi-pro  pitcher, 
McDonald  excelled  as  a  base¬ 
ball  coach,  leading  Houlka  to 
a  state  title  in  1973.  He  also 
coached  softball  at  Houlka. 


He  began  his  career  at 
Houlka  in  1969,  and  in  1991, 
he  left  to  coach  boys  basket¬ 
ball  and  baseball  at  Kossuth. 
McDonald  returned  home  to 
Houlka  in  1995. 

His  awards  included  Kel¬ 
logg’s  Women’s  Basketball 
Coach  of  the  Year  (1977),  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Coaches  Hall  of  Fame 
(2014),  NEMS  Basketball 
Coach  Hall  of  Fame  (2012-13) 
and  NEMCABB  Coaches  Hall 
of  Fame  (2014). 

McDonald  retired  follow¬ 
ing  the  2017-18  season.  He 


died  unexpectedly  at  his 
home,  Dec.  4,  2019. 

He  and  his  wife  of  43  years, 
Debbie,  were  the  parents  of 
two  children,  Bradley  Hubert 
(Lauren)  McDonald  and  Jill 
Marie  (Brad)  Vance.  They 
have  five  grandchildren,  Jade 
Gunnells,  Addie  Kate  Vance, 
Jace  Tutor,  Lily  Tutor  and 
Mary  Haire. 

McDonald  will  be  honored 
posthumously  at  the  cere¬ 
mony,  which  has  been  post¬ 
poned  from  its  original  Apr.  21 
date.

Can  we  take  a  minute  to  appreciate  all  of  the  com¬ 
munity  college  coaches  out  there? 

I’m  not  sure  if  many  people  have  ever  sat  down  and 
really  put  themselves  in  a  community  college  coach’s 
shoes,  but  I  just  did,  and  let  me  tell  you  -  wow! 

I  believe  being  a  coach,  regardless  of  the  level,  is  dif¬ 
ficult,  but  coaching  at  the  community  college  level  is  a 
whole  other  world.  The  recruitment  process  and  lack 
of  benefits  are  two  factors  that  can  make  being  a  com¬ 
munity  college  coach  challenging. 

One  main  thing  I  noticed  when  I  was  recruited  was 
how  early  the  coaches  have  to  begin.  While  this  is  com¬ 
mon  among  most  other  collegiate 
level  processes,  there  are  a  few 
key  factors  that  make  the  process 
more  difficult  on  the  community 
college  level.  First,  a  coach  may 
spend  two-to-four  years  recruit¬ 
ing  a  player,  only  to  have  him  or 
her  play  for  his  or  her  team  for 
two  years ,  or  sometimes  only  one 
year.  Another  factor  that  can 
make  recruiting  difficult  is  how  the  coaches  have  to 
compete  with  higher  division  schools  for  the  more 
skilled  players.  It  is  also  extremely  difficult  to  balance 
recruiting  and  coaching,  because  at  a  community  col¬ 
lege.  coaches  are  continuously  looking  at  potential 
prospects  while  also  trying  to  coach  the  players  whom 
they  recruited.  On  a  different  note,  an  emotionally  dif¬ 
ficult  aspect  that  comes  with  recruiting  is  the  immense 
amount  of  time  coaches  have  to  spend  away  from  their 
families  as  they  recruit  on  the  road  or  in  the  office 
watching  hours  of  film.  Lastly,  at  higher  division 
schools,  they  are  able  to  hire  people  whose  sole  respon¬ 
sibility  is  recruiting,  but  at  community  colleges,  that 
responsibility  is  often  left  in  the  hands  of  the  head 
coach  or  an  assistant. 

Community  college  coaches  often  struggle  with  hav¬ 
ing  the  same  benefits  as  higher  division  coaches  do. 
Community  college  athletic  programs  typically  do  not 
have  the  vast  resources  as  universities;  therefore,  they 
do  not  have  the  first-class  facilities,  transportation  and 
uniforms.  In  turn,  this  makes  the  recruiting  process 
even  more  difficult  for  community  college  coaches  be¬ 
cause  the  best  players  want  the  best  benefits.  Commu¬ 
nity  college  coaches  will  often  have  to  conjure  up  ways 
to  raise  funds  to  provide  players  with  a  better  experi¬ 
ence  and  all-around  benefits. 

As  I  mentioned,  larger  schools  and  universities  typ¬ 
ically  have  persons  dedicated  to  each  area  to  help  the 
team  and  organization  run  smoothly,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately  at  community  colleges,  coaches  are  more  short- 
handed  and  left  to  do  the  dirty  work  as  well  as  the 
office  work. 

As  spectators  from  the  outside  looking  in,  it  is  al¬ 
ways  easy  to  judge  how  a  coach  is  doing  his  or  her  job. 
We  may  see  the  exterior  or  the  score  on  the  board,  but 
we  miss  out  on  the  behind-the-scenes  work  it  takes  to 
recruit  the  players  on  the  field  or  court,  raise  the  funds 
to  play  on  said  field  or  court,  the  time  coaches  forfeit 
with  their  families  and  anything  else  that  may  go  un¬ 
seen  to  produce  a  successful  program. 

There  is  a  different  level  of  respect  and  considera¬ 
tion  we  should  possess  for  community  college  coaches 
as  they  are  underappreciated,  undervalued  and  some¬ 
times,  even  underpaid,  considering  everything  they 
have  on  their  plate.

The  2020  ICC  soft- 
ball  program  had  its 
season  cancelled  due  to 
COVID-19,  but  the  Indi¬ 
ans  finished  ranked  na¬ 
tionally  and  with  a  9-5 
record. 

Prior  to  the  cancella¬ 
tion,  the  Indians  fought 
through  a  tough  non¬ 
conference  schedule, 
picking  up  a  pair  of 
sweeps  and  a  big  road 
win  over  a  tough  Wal¬ 
lace  State  (Ala.)  squad. 

When  it  was  time  to 
start  conference  play, 
the  defending  Missis¬ 
sippi  Association  of 
Community  and  Junior 
Colleges  T  ournament 
champions  hit  the  road 
for  their  toughest  test  of 
the  season  against  No.  2 
ranked  Gulf  Coast.  In 
two  hard-fought  games, 
the  Indians  fell  3-0  in 
game  one  and  dropped  a 
heartbreaking  7-6  deci¬ 
sion  in  game  two  on  a 
waka  off  by  the  Bull¬ 
dogs. 

Offensively,  the  Indi¬ 
ans  hit  .321  as  a  team 


and  outscored  their  op¬ 
ponents  96-67.  Fresh¬ 
man  outfielder 

McKenzie  Patterson 
(Corinth)  led  the  Tribe 
starters  in  batting  aver¬ 
age  (.471)  and  on  base 
percentage  (.550)  in  14 
games,  while  Hope 
Harbin  (Columbus)  led 
the  Indians  in  runs 
scored  (15)  and  hits  (18). 

Freshman  Ivy  Watts 
(Tupelo)  hit  a  team-high 
five  doubles  and  two 
home  runs. 


In  the  circle,  sopho¬ 
more  Kaylee  Nelson 
(Moulton,  Ala.)  led  the 
Indians  in  three  cate¬ 
gories  with  a  3.34  ERA, 
five  wins  and  21  strike¬ 
outs.

Baseball  team  ends 
season  ranked  No.  10

The  COVID-19  pandemic  cut  the 
defending  conference  champion  ICC 
Indians’  title  defense  short,  but  the 
Tribe  finished  the  abbreviated  season 
with  many  positives. 

Just  days  before  conference  play 
began,  the  season  was  put  on  hold  and 
eventually  cancelled,  but  the  Indians 
were  ranked  No.  10  in  the  nation  and 
in  the  top  10  in  numerous  stats. 

The  Indians,  who  finished  with  an 
11-5  record,  were  eighth  in  the  nation 
with  151  runs,  sixth  in  home  runs  (19), 
eighth  in  RBI  (130),  second  in  team 
batting  average  (.393),  second  in  slug¬ 
ging  percentage  (.631)  and  first  in  on- 
base  percentage  (.503). 

Leading  the  Indian  offense  that  was 
explosive  at  times  was  freshman  Ben 
Fryar  (Ripley),  who  had  a  .500  batting 
average  over  16  games  with  15  RBI,  19 
runs  scored,  nine  doubles,  a  triple  and 
a  pair  of  home  runs. 

Three  other  Indian  starters  hit  over 
.400  in  the  shortened  season  with 
sophomore  short  stop  and  Middle 
Tennessee  commit,  Brett  Coker  (Hen¬ 
dersonville,  Tenn.)  hitting  .444  and 
leading  the  team  with  21  RBI.  Tyler 
Murphy  (Columbus)  finished  his 
freshman  season  hitting  .421  with  17 
RBI  and  two  home  runs,  and  Bailey 
Allbritton  (Duck  Hill)  hit  .404. 

Sophomore  centerfielder  Lane 


Domino  led  the  Indians  with  five 
home  runs,  and  Coker  was  close  be¬ 
hind  with  four. 

On  the  mound,  sophomore  reliever 
David  Rowland  (Florence,  Ala.)  led 
the  team  with  a  1.17  ERA,  allowing 
only  two  earned  runs  in  15.1  innings 
pitched  and  18  strikeouts.  Freshman 
Will  Armistead  led  the  Tribe  in  strike¬ 
outs  with  19  and  innings  pitched  with 
21. 

As  the  Indians  outscored  oppo¬ 
nents  151-54  this  season,  they  picked 
up  five  shutouts  and  seven  run-rule 
victories. 

The  Indians  faced  some  tough  op¬ 
ponents,  but  none  tougher  than  the 
top-10  doubleheader  against  No.  8 
ranked  Southeastern  Community  Col¬ 
lege  out  of  Iowa.  The  doubleheader 
was  as  advertised  with  two  close  bat¬ 
tles,  but  the  Indians  dropped  an  8-5 
game  one  decision,  before  picking  up 
the  split  with  an  8-7  come-from-be- 
hind  victory  in  game  two. 

A  pair  of  Indians  earned  Player  of 
the  Week  honors  from  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Community  and  Junior 
Colleges.  Freshman  catcher  Riley 
Davis  (Collierville,  Tenn.)  earned  the 
weekly  honor  for  his  opening  day  per¬ 
formance,  and  sophomore  first  base- 
man  Kylan  Carter  (Houston)  for  his  12 
RBI  week  in  early  March. 


There  is  no  action  on  Roy  Cresap  Field  because  COVID-19  caused 
cancellation  of  the  remainder  of  the  2020  season.
